One-Variety Community Plan 
OF Cotton Production Shows 
Many Advantages And 
Benefits For Farmers 


A one-variety cotton community 
is described aus a group of grow- 
ers and ginners in a gin district, a 
county or larger area, who have 
organized to improve the yield and 
quality of their cotton crop by fol- 


plan of production, 

lixperience has shown that many 
advantages and substantial bene- 
fits have come to farmers who 
have followed the one-variety 
plan of production, Some of the 
more outstanding of these are: 

It provides the most economical 
way to produce uniform,  high- 
quality cotton in commercial quan- 
tities, for which there has always 
been a good demand at premium 
prices. 

It is the only practical way to 
develop and maintain loeal sup- 
plies of pure planting seed, and 
to make this seed available from 
year to year to all of the growers 
in the community at a reasonable 
price, It is the most effective way 
to discourage the introduction of 
seed of miscellaneous untried va- 
rieties until their superiority over 
the adopted variety has been of- 
ficially demonstrated, 

Crossing of varieties in the 
field by bees and other insects and 
mixnig of the seed and lint at the 
gin are avoided if only one variety 
of cotton is grown and ginned in 
the county. 

Better adjustnients of ginning 
machinery can be maintained with 
only one-variety to gin, thereby 
making it easier for the ginner to 
preserve the quality of the cotton. 

A uniform wage for picking can 
be established and maintained 
more easily where only one vari- 
ety is grown in the community. 

Free government grade and sta-, 
ple service is available to growers | 
in organized one-variety commu-| 
nities. This service furnishes the 
errowers with an unbiased classifi- 
cation of the quality of their cot- 
ton, 

To secure additional marketing 
advantages, the community grow- 
ers continue to produce the  im- 
proved cotton so that large, even- 
running lots of the one-variety 
cotton can be made available to 
the trade from year to year. 

When the community builds a 
reputation for commercial quanti- 
ties of quality cotton, buyers are 
attracted, competitive bidding is 
stimulated, and the growers are in 
a position to bargain for a pre- 
mium for the better cotton. 

Bales of the adopted variety 
can be labeled with an identifica- 
tion mark or tag to keep farmers 
in neighboring, mixed variety dis- 
tricts from selling their inferior 
cotton in the community and thus 
eventually injuring the reputation 
of the community for good cotton. 

Larger yields per acre are ob- 
tained with pure seed of the im- 
proved varieties adopted in the 
one-variety communities, «Pure 
seed of the improved varieties is 
better for oil-milling purposes, and 
some mills are now paying more 
for this higher-grade seed. 

Where groups of growers have 
organized for the improvement of 
their cotton crop, the cooperation 
and assistance of Government, 
State and other agencies may be 
utilized to the best advantage of 
all concerned, 

The following steps are neces- 

jry to set up a one-variety cotton 
improvement program: 


1, THE ONE-VARIETY COM- 
MUNITY: A One-Variety Cotton 
Improvement Community is a 
group of farmers in a natural 
community or larger area organ- 
ized for the purpose of improving 
the quality and yield of their cot- 
ton crop. 

2, OFFICERS: The officers of 
a One-Variety Cotton Improve- 
ment Association are: president, 
vice-president and secretary-treas- 
urer, These three oficers with two 
other members elected to serve 
with them constitute a Communi- 
ty Cotton Improvement Commit- 
tee. 

3. MEETINGS: The officers 
are expected to hold at least two 
meetings of all ' the cooperative 
growers per year. One meeting is 
to be held in the fall or early win- 
ter to make plans for planting 
seed and to check up on the past 
year’s work. Another meeting 
should be held about July 1st to 
make applications for the classing 
service and to make preparation 
for ginning, saving seed, and ar- 
rangements for purchase of breed- 
er seed for the next year. 

4, ADOPTED VARIETY: On 
the basis of Experiment Station 
results, the members of the com- 
munity should adopt a variety by 
majority vote. 

5. SEED RENEWAL PLAN: 
The biggest job of the one-variety 
community is obtaining good 
breeder seed and maintaining a 
supply of first-year seed at a rea- 
sonable cost to the farmers. This 
is done by one of two methods: 

(a) Each grower buys enough

Blind Able to See 
By Latest Device 


Can Tell Colors by Feeling 


Reflections of Light. 

SANTA MONICA, CALIF.—A rev- 
olutionury electronic device which 
enables the totally blind to ‘see 
enough to distinguish colors on 
Automobiles by feeling the reflec- 
tions of light’’ was disclosed by its 
inventor, Byron Brown, 

The device perfected by Brown, 
an electrical engineer, énables blind 
persons to “feel” objects in front 


equipped with light-sensitive seleni- 
um. It transmits sound to a head- 
bone behind the ear when obstrue- 
tion comes between it and light. 

“He can judge the height, weight 
and number of persons in front of 
him,"" Brown said. “He can tell 
when automobiles are coming and 
whether they are of light or dark 
color. He can even tell when the 
moon comes out from behind a 
cloud," 

It takes a little time to get used 
to the device, Brown said, 

“But after 10 or 12 hours of use, 
one should be able to thread his 
way in and out of trafic and have 
no trouble,"’ he asserted, 

The inventor said his ‘seeing 
eye"’ acted on somewhat the same 
principle as that which enables a 
bat to fly safely in the dark by 
throwing sound waves ahead of it 
Which rebound and are picked up 
by its supersensitive hearing. 

No heavier than a normal hear- 
ing-aid device, it consists of an eye: 
glass fitted with two pieces of metal- 
lic selenium about the size of a half 
dollar. One is cut with a hole in its 
center to transmit perception from 
surrounding objects, and the other 
is solid to transmit perception 
straight ahead, 

A battery carried at the side 
transmits the light to a bone con- 
duction receiver on the side of the 
head, : 

At night the selenium may be at- 
tached to a flashlight held before 
the wearer, Brown said. Obstruc- 
tions in the beam are transmitted 
to the battery cells. 


British Plant Workers 


Fall to About 800,000 
LONDON. — The number of Brit- 
ons employed in the aircraft indus- 
try dropped almost to 800,000 in 
September and is still decreasing 
rapidly, the ministry of aircraft pro- 
luction said recently. 

The ministry said that ‘ta much 
smaller number” than 10,000 planes 
of all types remained on order, Com- 
menting on the society of British 
aircraft constructors’ statistics that 
10,300 planes were on order and that 
993,000 workers were employed in 
the British aircraft industry, the 
ministry said that the figures re- 
ferred to the British ‘position of last 
August. 


Child Mortality Is Cut 


50 Per Cent in Russia 


MOSCOW.—Child mortality in the 
Soviet Union has dropped to less 
than half the 1940 Agure while the 
birth rate has increased 35 per cent, 
Maria Kovrigina, vice commissar of 
health, told a Moscow health con- 
ference. 

Despite revolutionary changes of 
the last 30 years and enormous loss- 
es through two wars, revolution and 
famine, medical science has re- 
duced still births and miscarriages, 
she said. At the same time the pop- 
ulation has continued to grow, most 
of it remaining close to hand, where 
a high birth rate continues to pre- 
vail, 


Yanks in Germany Are 


Ready for Food Rioting 
NUERNBERG, GERMANY.— 
Gen, Joseph T. McNarney, succes- 
sor to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
as American commander in Europe, 
said that the United States army 
was ready to handle food riots dur- 
ing the winter. 

General McNarney said there 
might be food riots, but he believed 
they would be isolated. 

“In any case we have enough sol- 
diers on hand to handle anything 
that may arise,’’ he said. ‘On the 
whole I do not expect the trouble to 
amount to anything."’

Not long ago to a Red Cross field 
director with an outfit on maneuvers | 
flashed a message that the mother 
of a man in his unit was critically 


ill, and the man 
was needed at 
homeimmediately.

Within a few hours the boy was 
at the Red Cross field office where

ed him. The field director drove 
him to the airport, and the boy ar- 
rived home in time—not to see his 


mother die, but to save her life)

V-J Day, some 17,000 Red Cross 
workers are still with the GIs at 
home and abroad, Hundreds of clubs 
and rest homes overseas are in oper-

January Disasters Bring 


Quick Red 


Destructive floods and tornadoes 
beginning in early January were 
grim reminders that more Ameri- 
cans died in home-front accidents 
and disasters during World War II 
than as war casualties, , 

By mid-month the siege, brought 
on unseasonably early by warm 
weather and heavy rains, had 
claimed 54 dead and upwards of 
150 hospitalized, records indicate. 
Thousands of families in rural 
areas of 11 midwestern and south- 
ern states have been affected. 

Red Cross chapter workers who 


last year helped their communities | 


through 260 disasters have again 


worked ’round the clock, Assisting | 


them have been doctors, nurses, and 
others rushed by the Red Cross to 
stricken areas. Surveys for the re- 
furnishing, rebuilding, and repair- 
ing of damaged or destroyed 
homes, barns, and other buildings 
began immediately. Rehabilitation 


will be completed in March. Un-} 


doubtedly new disasters will strike 
during the spring months and will 
keep the organization working at 
top speed in this humanitarian pa- 
rade which never ends. 

In providing food, clothing, 
shelter, medical and nursing care, 
varying problems confront the Red 
Cross, particularly in rural sections, 

In flooded Mississippi valley 
areas, Red Cross has obtained a 
priority release of house trailers 
to supplement tents used in 


sheltering farmers rescued from} 


flooded areas, When evacuation of 
farm families and livestock has 
been necessary, coast guard and 
navy boats have assisted, Recent 
coal shortages in disaster areas 
were relieved when Red Cross ac- 
tion resulted in diversion of fuel 
to critical sections. 

An hour after surveys have been 
completed, the Red Cross has ob- 
tained priority release of lumber 
and other building materials. In- 
cluded has been screen wire to help 
prevent the spread of disease in

Gently she told the child about 
her daddy’s face, how it would get 
better, how much he loved her, and 
that she mustn’t be afraid. Then, 
with a prayer in her heart, she led 
mother and child to where the 
blinded soldier waited. 

The crucial moment had come, 
Now, upon the actions of a little 
girl, the future of this family would 
depend, For a moment the tot 
stood in the doorway, looking at 
her father across the room, ‘Then, 
without hesitation, came the patter 
of little feet, and she threw her 
arms around her father’s neck, 


“Daddy,” she eried, “Daddy, it’s me : 


—we're so glad to have you back!” 
A simple service, yes, But it de- 
termined the happiness of three 
people, Without the understanding 
heart, and the many who daily give 
of their minds and souls, the ad- 
justment of thousands of service- 
men might be seriously retarded. 

The American Red Cross needs

Cross Action 


Red Cross disaster units, through 
advance weather bureau advisories, 
have warned residents in time for 
safe evacuation; in remote sections, 
they have effected rescues. In all 
disasters, tornadoes, fires, floods, 
hurricanes, train wrecks, they have 
quickly sought out injured, given 
first aid, and arranged hospital 
care. Hundreds of thousands of 
homeless have been _ sheltered, 
clothed, and fed. 

In Paterson, New Jersey, a new 


|chapter disaster chairman success- 


fully tackled problems of the worst 
flood in that city’s history, Two 
days after a Red Cross disaster 
conference in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, a tornado ripped through 
the city. Outstanding care given 
the injured wrote a bright page in 
the year’s disaster medical history. 

In states where polio outbreaks 
occurred, Red Cross chapter volun- 
teers huyriedly improvised hospital 
articles. In Salt Lake City, Dis- 
aster Service supplied face masks, 
children’s nightgowns, hospital 
shirts, surgical gowns for nurses, 
blankets, and sheets. When flan- 
nelette could not be found for hot 
packs, Red Cross supplied 1,000 
diapers for the purpose. 

But whether disaster or any of 
many other Red Cross services, ail 
are available to people in rural 
communities no less than in large 
cities. Home nursing, farm acci- 
dent prevention, assistance to fam- 
ilies of men in uniform and to. vet- 
erans — these services continue 
year-in, year-out. During March 
the Red Cross is appealing for 
$100,000,000, It needs every bit of 
that amount to meet obligations to 
the armed forces and civilian popu- 
lation. 

“We all have a share in the 
American Red Cross,” said Basil 
O’Connor, Red Cross Chairman, 
when announcing the appeal. “Let’s 
all maintain that share by con- 
tributing generously to the 1946 
Fund Campaign and keep our Red

On holl- 
days we are likely to overeat of 
meats, sweets and starches, stay 
up later at nights and overwork our- 
selves due to the extra things to be 
done, All of these are hindrances 
to good health. 

A cold is started by a virus or 
germ. A virus acts like a germ, 
but it is much smaller than a 
germ, This germ, or virus, is a 
hitch-hiker lying in your nose or 
throat ready to attack you when 
you are not on guard. This hitch- 
hiking germ thumbs a ride into the 
mouth on unwashed hands, pencils, 
family drinking cups, family hand 
towels and poorly washed dishes. A 
cold is taken from others who have 
colds and who cough and sneeze 
carelessly, Avoid exposing yourself 
and, if possible, stay away from 
those with colds. 


High Grade Ore Aids 
Swedish Iron Industry 


Sweden has been noted as a pro- 
ducer of high-quality products for 
most of its 600 years as an ironmak- 
ing nation, For a time, too, it was 
one of the leading producing coun- 
tries in the world, although now it 
produces less than 1 per cent of 
world output, 


The military successes of Gusta- 
vus Adolphus in the first half of the 
17th century have been attributed 
in large part to the superior muni- 
tions produced from Swedish ore 
and Swedish iron, Not for two cen- 
turies afterwards was the principal 
reason for this superiority discov- 
ered—the chemical composition of 
certain of the iron ores found in 
Sweden. 

Those ores were not only rich in 
fron, they were also very low in 
phosphorus or even almost free of 
that steel-contaminating: element. 
Further, because of the lack of coal, 
charcoal has been widelf used as a 
fuel for the Swedish iron industry— 
thus avoiding possible further con- 
tamination of the iron by sulphur.

Freezing Food 

The right covering is most impor- 
tant for success in freezing food. 
The cold dry air of the freezer 
tends to dry out foods. Excessive 
drying causes the damage known 
as “freezer burn.'’ Foods must be 
wrapped in highly moisture-vapor- 
resistant coverings — jars, cans or 
packages that are heat-sealed, Also 
wrappings should impart no taste or 
odor to food, be easy to handle and 
seal, not take up too much storage 
room, or be too expensive. Warn- 
ing is given against using ordi- 
nary waxed lunch paper sold in 
stores, because it does not protect 
enough against loss of moisture. 
Glass jars or tin cans, sealed as 
for canning, give the best protec- 
tion against moisture loss and can 
be used more than once. If cans 
are used for acid fruits they should 
be enamel-lined or lacquer-lined. 
Special cellophane wrappers are 
almost as good protection as jars 
and cans and take up less room. 
They can be heat-sealed easily with 
a warm iron, Cellophane may be 
used to line paperboard containers. 


Traffic Master K 

Priority on the ‘‘go'’ signal for 
the heaviest flow of traffic—pedes- 
trians and vehicles—in any one di- 
rection at peak hours is assured 
by a new device, the traffic mas- 
ter. Its mechanical ‘‘brain,’’ which 
automatically controls a city traf- 
fic system, puts accent on driver and 
pedestrian convenience, and will 
eliminate that foot-tapping impa- 
tlence brought about by blushing 
lights. By allowing automatic 
changes in traffic light systems as 
often as every 12 minutes during 
a day under six different programs, 
the new device will prove a boon 
to many cities now struggling along 
with signal systems which seem to 
flash more red than green. The de- 
vice can be set weeks in advance 
to select any one of the six programs 
for a day's operation. It also takes 
into account when the busiest inter- 
sections need more ‘“‘go’’ time, and 
the side streets require less. 


Eventful History 

Texas had piled up a long and 
eventful history before it decided 
to give up its independence. Over 
its soil, between 1519 and 1845, 
floated the flags of four nations: 
Spain, France, Mexico and the Re- 
public of Texas. Two other banners 
were to be added: those of the 
United States and the Confederacy. 
Spanish missionaries from Mexico 
began building enduring structures 
in Texas in the early 1700s when 
the restless American colonists 
along the Atlantic coast had not yet 
pushed beyond their first barrier, 
the Allegheny mountains. A num- 
ber of these massive mission build- 
ings together with the famous Ala- 
mo, still stand in and near San An- 
tonio, It was in the Alamo during 
the Texas revolution against Mexi- 
co that Davy Crockett, James

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New X-Ray Tube Is 
Marvel of Science 


Promises to Open Up Vistas 
Heretofore Unknown. 


MILWAUKIE,--Out of the Unt- 
versity of Illinois laboratories has 
come one of the outstanding X-ray 
developments of X-ray's first 50 
years-a new X ray tube equivalent 
to 90 pounds of radium in ray out- 
put. 

Radium is an atomically active 
material used in medicine in quan- 
tities down to millionths of an ounce 

The startling story was told by 
George L. Clark, professor of chem- 
istry at U. of L, who spoke at a 
symposium on industrial radiology 
staged by Marquette university in 
this city, celebrating X-ray's semi- 
centennial. 

The new tube, only 16 inches long, 
is the work of T, #,. Rogers, man- 
aging engineer of the Hachlett Lab- 
oratories at Springdale, Conn., 
based on research done at Cham- 
paign. Its 50,000 volts produce a 
dosage of 5,500,000 roentgen units 
per minute, compared to the 440 
units of any previous device. 

The new tube and its astounding 
Capacity mean X-ray pictures in 
seconds instead of minutes for in- 
dustry, Professor Clark said, and, 
in the research field, opens up pos- 
sibilities not even imagined. 

Study of the effects of X-rays on 
cells, such as cancer tissue, the 
chemical effects of light, the prep- 
aration of vaccines to kill bacteria 
and many other forms of research 
become possible in ways previously 
out of the question, he said. 

As far as the university is con- 
cerned, the new tube is comparable 
to the development of the 250,000,000 
volt beletron, an atom-smashing de- 
vice that played an important part 
in the atomic bomb feat. 


Jap Foreign Office Man 


Admits ‘Free India’ Plot 


NEW DELHI, INDIA.—A_ fune- 
tionary of the Japanese foreign of- 
fice, summoned as first defense wit- 
ness in the Indian National army 
trial, sought to prove the independ- 
ence of the late Subhas Chandra 
Bose’s provisional government of 
Free India. 

The prosecution has _ pictured 
Bose's government as a puppet of 
Japan, 

The prosecution elicited 
Shunichi Matsuomoto, 
minister of foreign affairs for 
Japan, admissions that promotion 
of Azad Hand (Free India) was part 
of the Japanese war strategy. 

Matsuomoto said that Bose, lead- 
er of Azad Hand and the National 
army, was brought from Germany 
to Japan about April, 1943. The wit- 
ness cast no light on what is a mys- 
tery in India—how Bose traveled to 
Japan. He had vanished almost 
magically from his Calcutta home 
just before Japan wert to war. 
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Use Balloons in Sinus 


Cavities to Fight Asthma 

CHICAGO.—Use of tiny rubber 
balloons, inflated inside the sinus 
cavities, to afford relief from asth- 
matic symptoms caused by infec- 
tion, was described by Dr. J. M. 
Robison of Houston, Texas, at the 
second annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Allergy. 

The balloons, Dr, Robison ex- 
plained, exert hydro-static pressure 
on the surrounding tissues te accom- 
plish drainage by compression, 

Patients, Dr. Robison said, 
able to wear the balloons inside” 
their maxillary (cheek) sinuses 
without discomfort for as long as 
three months. Good results, he said, 
have been secured in the last two 
years in 25 cases, The meeting was 
attended by 150 physicians from all 
parts of the country.

Rose Sharply in 1943 
WASHINGTON,.—The federal chil- 
dren’s bureau finally got around to 
its 1943 statistics and reported—to 
no one’s surprise—that the stork still 
is more active in war years, 

The bureau reported that nearly 
3,000,000 babies were born during 
this country’s second year at war as 
compared with only 2,000.000 during 
1933, low point of the depression. 

The 1943 live birth rate, however, 
still was consideral\ly below the all- 
time high set in 1915-16 when it 
reached 25 births per 1,000 popu-
